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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Group A: Species I drawn to a method of securing a medical navigation system 
from un authorized use; or Species II drawn to a method of automatically 
adapting a medical navigation system for navigating the distal end of an elongate 
medical device; or Species III drawn to a method of controlling an elongate 
flexible medical device inside a subject's body with a control system. 
Group B: Species IV drawn to an electronic identification device that is a circuit; 
or Species V drawn to an electronic identification device that is a smart card; or 
Species VI drawn to an electronic identification device that is and RF circuit; or 
Species VII drawn to an electronic identification device that is an integrated 
circuit; or Species VIII drawn to an electronic identification device that is in the 
form of a smart card with magnetically stored information; or Species IX drawn to 
an electronic identification device that is an integrated circuit including a memory. 
Applicant should elect one species from Group A and one species from Group B. 



Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 
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2. A telephone call was made to Bryan Wheelock on February 17, 2006 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

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is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.
